NOTES OF THE WEEK. 
We give this week another free advertisement to Mr. A. Hornstein, who, 
finding that his ‘‘ Mission ” to the Tews was not paying so well as he anti- 
cipated, publicly “« recanted” in our columns a few months ago. But his 
“recantation” paid still worse. He mixed business with salvation in a 
manner that Jews certainly could not countenance, and he was expressly told 
that his “ final renunciation” would not pay. Discovering this truth before 


any other, he has again avowed his “loyalty to Christ.” His measure 


can easily be taken by comparing his letter published in our issue of 
September 22nd last, with the epistle we insert in another column. Such men 
trade upon the highest feelings of Christians ; and we can only regret that 
this traffic in soulscan be made to pay. For our part, we are glad that no 
encouragement whatever is given to it by Jews. If some Christians prefer 
to spend their money in this way they will not find any Jews willing to com- 
pete with them. Cant and hypocrisy do not pay when retailed among Jews 
by those for whom the “ living faith” has but one meaning—a faith by which 
they can get a living. | | 


At its last meeting held on the 21st inst., the School Board had before 
it a resolution which, though it differed entirely from the propositions relating 
to the teaching of Jewish children that have lately occupied its attention, 
was nevertheless one in which the Jewish community will be specially interested, 
for if carried into effect, it would have an important bearing on the position 
of our Jewish Elementary Schools. The resolution in question related to 
Voluntary Schools. The Elementary {Education Act of 1870 provides for 
the erection and maintenance of Board Schools out of the local rates, but 
makes no similar provision for elementary schools that have been erected by 
voluntary effort. It is true that the Education Department assists them by 
a “ free grant,” but does not, as in the case of the Board Schools, supple- 
ment this grant by a local rate, to enable those parents whe cannot afford 


to pay for their children’s education to demand f ; 
te plac 
schools attached to their particular denomi 


ched nations. F es are, 
course, provided in such cases, or at least for a large MBs onal the. the 
voluntary, denominational effort of those who are better off. But the su 
porters of Denominational Schools view with alarm the constant y 
owns demands of the Education Department. They feel the 
difficulty, or impossibility, of keeping pace with these demands. As 
Cardinal Vaughan expressed himself in these columns some time ago, they 


fear that if they are thrown entirely on their own resources, the result will be 
that gradually the voluntary schools will find themselves starved out. The 
answer to such complaints is, of course, this: that ‘if people wish to main- 

tain schools for the purpose of imparting specific religious instruction, they — 
ought not to grudge the pecuniary sacrifices which such a position naturally 
involves, Bat the Voluntary School party urge, on their part, that inas- 
much as education 1s now made compulsory, and is paid for out of the rates 
to which all alike contribute, denominational schools have as- much claim on 
those rates as Board Schools. This is the contention which Mr. Benson 
Clough has embodied in the resolution now before the Board. It is to the 
effect that Parliament should be memorialised in order that “ all public 
elementary schools should be placed upon an equality in respect of sharing 
in the public monies, which the whole community are compelled to pay, 


irrespective of their religious convictions.” The debate on the question stands 
adjourned over the Christmas holidays. , 


How utterly futile is the notion that the immigration of Russian Jews 
has had the effect of displacing native labour can be proved beyond cavil by a 
very simple reference to the figures of the last report of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, In 1892, the Board had before it 3,865 as against 448 native 
cases, and the native cases in previous years were, 1891, 450; 1890, 419; 
1889, 405. On which the report very justly comments : * The above figures 
amply prove that the immigration of foreigners has no appreciable influence: 
on the wants of our native poor, although the former flock to occupations in 
which so many of the.latter are engaged.” Let us carry these figures back 
another few years, and see whether they give a different r.sult. The numter 
of native cases dealt with during that period were as follows :—1888, 429 ; 
1887, 451 ; 1886, 491 ; 1885, 424; 1884, 426 ; 1883, 466: 1882, 443; 
1881, 467. It will be remembered that it was in November, 1881, that the 
extraordinary influx of immigrants, induced by the Jewish persecutions in 
Russia, set in, It istherefore of the greatest importance to see what the 
numbers of the native cases were before this date. In 1880, they were 422, and — 
in 1879, they were not less than 460—actually a larger number than last 
year. So iv is clear as daylight that the influx of the past twelve years has not 
had the effect of dragging down our own native poor, Had sucha s‘ae of 
things resulted, we should have had the number of cases dealt with by the 
Board increasing from year to year. This being so, it stands to 
reason that the effect upon the general labour markets must be smaller still 
—in fact, nil. Why the immigrants do not affect the status of the ordinary 
British labourer is obvious ; because they have built up industries, like the 
manufacture of cheap clothing, to which the British labourer does not resort. 
There is really no competition between the English and foreign workman, 

: 

Mr. Zangwill has now gone some way towards exploding an old 
dramatic superstition. It is almost a commonplace of criticism to assert 
that a novelist cannot write a play. This is no doubt, in a sense, true. But 
a careful examination of Mr. Zangwill’s novels reveals the fact that the 
author’s “situations,” nay, his whole conception of the story, are essentially 
dramatic.’ Hence it is no unexpected discovery to us that he can write a 
successful play. It may seem, at a first glance, that we are hanging a very 
big inference on a small fact. After all, Mr. Zangwill’s duologue at the 


| Jaymarket isa trifle, which takes some half-hour at most in the presenta- 


tion. But critics have with one accord perceived that a writer who can hold 
an audience by a dramatic dialogue for half an hour, will be able to hold it 
for an evening when he has the added advantage of employing a plot and a 
variety of characters. Indeed, it is far more difficult to construct a new 
playlet than a good play. Mr. Zangwill’s next dramatic effort will be awaited 
with interest. We almost hope that he will not carry out his former notion - 
of preparing an English version of Gutzkow’s * Uriel Acosta.” An original 
play on the same, or a kindred subject, would be more acceptable, and more 
rworthy of his powers. | | 


Did the ancient Jews dwell in Egypt? To many readers this question 
will sound as strange as it is important. It is a point on which there surely 
cannot be any doubt. We have the testimony of the Scriptures ; and do we 
not find traces of Egyptian learning, theology and civilisation in the develop- 
ment of the Jewish race during their journeys in the wilderness, and their 
later sojourn in the Land of Promise? All this has become so mach a 
matter of common acceptance, that one is quite startled by the question which 
stands at the head of these lines. And yet this is not the first time the 
question has been seriously asked and discussed. Within the past twelve 
years two German antiquarians of note, Professor Bernhard Stade of Giessen, 
and Dr. Eduard Meyer, Professor at Breslau, have stoutly maintained that 
the Children of Israel never dwelt in Egypt. They have defended their 
position with much ingenuity and learning. 5 » widespread, indeed, was the 
influence of the writings of Professors Stade and Meyer, that Strehl, when 
writing his “Handbook for Students of History,” avoided the subject 
altogether. 

A writer in the recent issue of the Preussisc] e Juhrbicher has once more 
come to the rescue of the old faith. In the December number of that 
publication, the Professor of History at the University of Tokio, 
Ludwig Riess, contributes an able but eclectic paper in defence of the time- 


honoured belief. According to Professor Riess, the Ezyptian Kings conquered 
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a large part of Syria immediately after the dispersion of the Hyksos, and 1t 
was during this conquest that the Israelites found a shelter in the land of 
Goshen, in the north-east of Egypt. Pithom and Ramses were military 
defences, and the forced labour of the Israelites was due to the Egyptian 
constitution. About the middle of the year 1500 the Chetites threatened to 
destroy the Egyptian supremacy in Palestine, and the Egyptians were com- 
- pelled to retire beyond the Isthmus of Suez. Nomadic tribes also threatened 
Egypt on the eastern and western boundaries, bringing about a warlike 
attitude in the country which lasted sometime. During this period Professor 
Riess supposes that the Jews, along with the nomadic tribes, crossed the 
Isthmus of Suez, and pitched their tents on the peninsula of 
Sinai, as the Bible records. He lays great stress on the Song of Miriam. 
Though he does not believe that the Jews went through the Red Sea 
unharmed, he thinks it highly probable that some portion of the Egyptian 
army was destroyed while crossing. So the critical pendulum sways back- 
wards and forward, while the indomitable faith of Israel keeps fast to its 
traditions, which modern investigations first attack and ultimately confirm. 


DEATH OF THE OHIEF RABBI OF THE HAGUE, 


A profoundly pious and learned Rabbi has passed away by the death, on the 
16th inst., of the Right Rev. B. 8S. Berenstein, Knight of the Netherlands Lion, 
for nearly fifty years Chief Rabbi of the Hague. Batween the old-fashioned 
Rav and the modern Jewish Minister, Ribbi Berenstein held aunique position of 
his own, and combined in himself the best qualities of both. A Raodbi of the 


ultra-orthodox school, but by no means a bigot, Mr. Barenctein was beloved not 


only by his flock, but throughout Datch Jewry for his modesty, amiability 
, and benevolence. He belonged to one of the best and oldest of Jewish families 
which has contributed as many as seventy spiritual guides to commu- 
nities in Holland and other cecuntries. By his express desire no 
obituary notices have been published in the Dutch Jewish press, 


no orations were delivered at the funeral, and, as far as circumstances would — 


‘permit, his remains were borne from his residence to the grave. Only along a 
portion of the route was the coffin conveyed in a hearse, but not a single 


carriage followed, the many hundreds of mourners walking on foot the entire 


distance from the synagogue, where there was a preliminary service, to the 
Jewish cemetery along the picturesque Scheveningsche Weg. With two excep- 
tions, all the Chief Rabbis in the Netherlands attended the burial of their 
doyen d’age, which was carried out with the rites prescribed for the interment of 
: Chief Kabbi, and the day was observed as one of general mourning among 
ews.

It is really-too sad to have to report about certain facts which ought better 
to be hidden, but that of which I am writing inthe following lines is public now, 
and as it might perhaps ba known uncorrectly, it is far better to have the courage 
to put everything in its light. | | 

That Israelites are persecuted in Russia, that they are expelled from their 
homes and from their country after beiog legally spoliated by the Government ; 
that many of them are consequently starving, and in the greatest misery is 
unfortunately but too well known. Our hearts are moved with sympathy at these 
sufferings. Our feelings here have been outraged, and our minds terribly upset 
by a blow which we have received within the last few daysin full face, with our 
own hands so to speak. The Egyptian Government has arrived at an. 
official decision, and has issued orders that no Russian Israelites should be allowed 
to land here. They who have suggested and begged that such a decision should 
be taken are—the members of the Alexandria Jewish community ! 

“This is monstrous. Brethren repulse brethren. Jews not merely refuse 
assistance, but actually help to increase the misery of fellow Jews in the deepest 
inisery, push them back as it were to drown in the sea of despair. 

lt is true that hundreds of Russian emigrated Israelites are now stirving at

| Smyrna and other parts of Syria ; that there is no work for them in Egypt unless 


specially created, and that even if admitted here they ougit, as previously, to be 
sent to countries where colonisation movements are already started. This,

Other steps could have been taken without compromising the dignity of 
Israel. However, it is now too late to recriminate, and a way. must be found 1) 
repair, at least partly, the great wrong done. Many influential Jews in England 
have important commercial relations with Egypt. They should at once take 
measures to get the obnoxious order repealed. In the meanwhile, too, the 
Alexandrian Jews must be induced to remit to the Smyrna Committee funds to 
relieve the refugees. | ae

THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
Decemusr, 1893. 

The Jews of Roumania have for many years been habituated to all kinds of © 
persecution, iniquity and iajustice on the part of Governments of every shade of 
political opinion and of the adininistrative and jadicial authorities of the land, 
Poey have borne all with resigaation, regarding theie tuflerings as an expiation 
of sins, and trusting in the clemency of God and of the Roumanian nation, which 
has never been hostile to us, but on the contrary, has on every occasion cénsured 
statesmen for their cruel proceedings towards us. 

But now when the Jews see the pernicious tendencies of the governing 
powers to deprive their children of instrucgion, and to plange them in ignorance 
and obscurity, with the fiendish intention of presenting theth to the eyes of Europe 


asa people unworthy of the rights of citizenship, a spirit of revolt has broken 


out, and, what has never occurred before, they have taken to protest in public 
mectiags, and in petitions to ministers, Parliament and even to the King against 
the crying injustice of driving Jewish child®en from public schools, towards the 


erection and maintenance of which their pirents are compelled 
to contribute. Bit all these staps have availeh “us nought, 
for no ons has deigned as much as to Iisten to our~ complaints. 


Feiring neither material nor moral responsibility, the all-powerful ministers, 
aided by thoie servile majorities dn the Legislauve Clrambers, are rigorously 
enforcing the law on primary education with which your readers are already 
acquainted, Tua Jews are, however, uawilling to swallow this bitter pill. They 
prefer to sacrifice themselves rather than their children. Therefore they are 
strug zling hard, hy Overy in their power, to place their children either in 
hurriedly-improvised Jewisi schools, or in private schools, or in Governmeat 
schools, in the latter by payrment of the School Tax. Jewish communities, on tha 
one hand, and private initiative on the otaer, have largely helped the poor, by 
-pecuntary grants, to meet the requirements of the law ia respect to this tax. 
Nevertheless, as I pointed out in my last letter, there re:nala 20) poor but 
very inteilizent children, for wlion the tax must be pud by the close of 
December (old style) if they are not to be turned cut of the Public Schools, 
which they now attend on sufferance. 

‘The love for instruction has so deeply ponetrated the hearts of Roumanian 
Jews, that in Bucharest there are actually fathers and mothers who fast once or 
twice a week, so that by some small economies iu the household they may save 
sufficient to pry the tax for their children who frequent public schools at a distance 
from the centre of the city. Whois there that does not feel pity for these families ?

thoroughly, and so distinguish themselves equally with their Christian comrades, | 
These things are pérhaps unknown and appear almost: incredible to our 
¢ relizionists in Western Europe and in America, and this ignorance way account - 
for their not having responde:l to our ery of distress ; but for us to whom they 
aré actualities they are heart-breaking, and we should be committing a crime 
against humanity were we to withhold these facts from our brethren in faith in 
the two hemispheres. We are, therefore, deeply grateful to the Jewish Chroncls 
which makes itself the ezho of our grievances and brings thein to the knowledge 
of numerous Jews in the English-speaking world. | 

I have already informed you of the refusal of the Government to permit 
the Ashkenazi community in Bucharest to issue a loin, for the purpose of raising 
funds to establish and maintiia elementary Jewish schools. Notwithstanding 
this refusal they determined, not to give ia, and ia conjunction with their 
Sephardim brethren, they have taken a different course. The result ts the founda- 
tion of a Society for the Promotion of Instraction among Koumanian Jews. The 
new society has just issued a warn appeal in the vern wular to every Jew in the 
Kingdom, in which the situation is fully set forth. We shall all throughout the 
land contribute, as far as our means will perinit, towards the realisation of 
the society's programme, which is to establish Jewisli schools ia every town, and 
to carry them on in accordance with the exigencies of the pai in which welive. | 
The only doubt we have of our success is the ‘malevolence of the Government, 
which by many of the powers conferred upon it can effectually prevent us from 
achieving our object. : | | 

In closing, I would once more venture to appeal to English Jews and Jeweases 
to come to the aid of our children attending public schools befure the end of the 


present month.

Sometimes problems of much intricacy arise and are solved before the mass 


of those concerned are aware that the difficulties exist. 


A case very much 


in point has just occurred in the Jewish community. The emergency was a 
pressing one, and if something like a satisfactory method of meeting it has 
been devised the merit rests mainly with Mr. Cuaupe G. Monteriorge. He 
has added one more to his many claims to a place on the London School 


Board in 18.4. 


Jewish teachers in elementary schools have been hitherto granted what 
some may regard as a privilege, but what most competent educationists 
cannot but consider a penalty. Jewish pupil teachers were excused from 
entering the Training Colleges, at which a'l other teachers in the employ of 
the Board were invariably educated. There was a very complete justification 
for this anomaly. The Training Colleges were residential, and it was not 
easy for domestic arrangements to be made such as would satisfy conscientious 


Jews. 


Moreover, the number of Jewish teachers in the Board Schools, and 


indeed in the elementary schools subsidised by the Government, was so small 


that, until. recent years, the matter was not of much importance. The 


Jews’ Free School trained its own teachers, and trained them very well. 
Thus, the only institution which employed a large number of Jewish teachers 
was self-contained. But the position of affairs is now altered. The School 
Board is no longer disposed to waive the two years’ attendance at a Training 
College. It will not employ untrained teachers in the more responsible posts. 
The number of Jewish teachers in the employ of the Board is increasing, 
and will increase still further. The teachers in the voluntary schools need 
not be trained in the technical sense, but, apart altogether from the require- 
ments of the Board, the Jews’ Free School cannot provide teachers for the 
other Jewish denominational schools, having its hands fully occupied in 
supplying its own needs. 

To these considerations, born of iron necessity, others may be added. 
The advantages of a regular training for those about to adopt the profession 
of teaching are too obvious to need enumeration. It is enough to remember 
what the alternative is. The pupil-teacher after passing the seventh standard, 
gets some instruction, but it is of a rather haphazard and desultory 
character. The Head Master is mostly too busy to attend regularly to the 
pupil teachers. The lessons are given to them during dinner hour or after a 
hard day’s school-work. This unsatisfactory state of things could not be 
tolerated much longer. Those who had any interest iu the welfare of our 
schools were all along convinced that something must be done. 

At first a proposal for a Jewish Training College was entertained. 
There is something to be urged in favour of such a plan. The pupils could 
be under:healthy influences, they could imbibe a knowledge of J udaism, they 
could be better qualified to teach Judaism. The dietary difficulties could be 
met, the Sabbaths and Festivals might be completely observed. The pupils 
would, in short, enjoy all the pleasures and benefits of a Jewish home-life, 
while receiving their secular training as teachers. T here would have been no 
course open but to incur the enormous cost of establishing a J ewish Training 
College, had it not proved possible to secure most of the conditions just men- 
tioned at the ordinary Training Colleges. In the case of the male teachers, 
all the difficulty that previously existed was removed by a stroke of the pen. 
By the new Code, the Government has authorised the formation of Day 


— Colleges in connection with the Universities, King’s College and 
University College, London, Owens College, Manchester, Cambridge Uni- 
versity, and other educational centres have eagerly availed themselves of the 
offer of the Government. Several Jewish teachers have already entered them- 
selves at King’s College, and they are there receiving the advantages of a 
University education, besides hearing lectures on the special branches needed to 
qualify them for School Board posts. Classes on Hebrew and Religion have 
already been formed at Jews’ College, and this section of the work will 
shortly be reorganised. 

But the case of the female teachers had not yet been met. Neither 
King’s nor University College saw its way to admit women to its Day 
Training C'asses. Hence, it was necessary to make other arrangements, 
Mr. Montertoge’s tact and perseverance have succeeded in making them. 
A strong Committee was appointed by the Jewish Association for the Diffusion 
of Religious Knowledge, with Sir Puitre Macxvus as Chairman, and Mr. 
IsraeL Abrandms as Honorary Secretary, but the work has fallen almost 
entirely on Mr. Monterrore and Mr, Anranam Levy, the Head-Master of 
the Old Castle Street Board School. The case in favour of a specifically 
Jewish Training College had been much weakened by the establishment of 
the Day Training Schools at King’s and University Colleges. © The number. 
of Jewish female teachers is not large enough to justify. the formation of a 
special college. The cost would be greatly out of proportion to the results 
obtained. Moreover, it is very doubtful whether even the advantages of 
enjoying a Jewish home-life would quite compensate for the narrowing 
influence of a life cut off from friendly intercourse with Christian associates. 
Hence, it is not altogether a matter for regret that a plan had to be devised 
by which the Jewish female teachers could find admission to the already 
established Training Colleges. Certainly the community would not 
have been prepared to face with a good grace the }arge outlay that would 
be incurred by erecting a distinctively Jewish institution. 

To save unnecessary detail, we may say at once that the problem has 
been solved. Both at Cambridge and at Stockwell, the authorities have 
shown themselves most generously willing to meet the requirements of the - 
Jewish female teachers. Arrangements have already been made to admit 
three or four teachers at Stockwell and one at Cambridge, and there is no 
doubt that the numbers will grow. It is certainly to be hoped that the © 
Head teachers of our communal schoo's will respond to the efforts now being _ 
made. It is no doubt an inconvenience to them to’ let their pupil-teachers 
leave their classes for two whole years, but then, the trained teacher is a much 
more efficient instructor. The school will gain, in the énd, more than 
the head-masters or mistresses wiil lose in the meantime. We are glad to 
say that the managers of our schools are showing themselves fally alive to 
the expectations of their well-wishers. They are not only permitting, they 
are encouraging, the pupil-teachers to avail themselves of the advantages of 
the new scheme. | 

Funds are needed, and it may be hoped that donations will b> sont to the 
Treasurer, Mr.C.G. Moyterionse. He himself, Naruaxien Monre- 
Fiore, Mrs. Lionen Lucas, and Mrs. N. L. Cones have generously sub- 
scribed to the fund which is being raised, but more money will be wanted. The 
teachers who go tothe Day Training Colleges will mostly be in need of subsidies 
during their two years’ apprenticeship, for they receive a nett grant from the 
yovernment of only £15 perannum. Then there are some additional expenses 
attached to the use of the Residential Training Colleges by Jewish teachers. 
Besides, the religious education must be provided, and it will not always be 


easy for this to be given at Jews’ College, or without additional cost. Buy; 


the amount of money needed will be but little compared to the good work done, 
It is even hoped that the students will in after years refund the amounts 
granted to them during their period of training. The arrangements are in 
most competent hands, and it is clear that any money spent will be well spent. 
If the scheme proceeds as well as it has begun, if the fruition is equal to its 
promise, then the community will have cause to congratulate itself. ; An 
important and almost critical problem will have been solved at very trifling 
expense.

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


In these days of specialism, such books as “Histoire des Juifs de Bayonne” 
(Paris, Armand Durlacher 1803) are very welcome. M. Henry Leon has written 
‘a local history, but it is on the right lines, It contains 436 pages, and a hasty 
look through its pages shows it to contain much of general interest. Musicians 


will be especially pleased with the author's account (with illustrations) of the 
synagogue tunes of Bayonne. 


“A Blot on the Queen's Reign” (Londun, Elliot Stock, 1893) has been pub- 
lished by Mr. John Hawke, Hon. Organising Secretary to the “ National Anti- 
Gambling League.” It contains a formidable array of evidence as to the 
prevalence of gambling in this country, and suggests restrictive measures, It 
certainly does seem wrong that high-class newspapers publish betting odds ; 
such publication might be made illega), easily enough. Any measures for the 
suppression of excessive betting would be welcome, but I fear that the gambling 
instinct is too deep-seated in the human character to be ever eradicated. Jews 
still gamble, though congregation after congregation in the middle ages and in 
modern times passed severe laws against all kinds of games of chance, though

It 
shows how little emendation our Jewish prayers need in order to make them 
perfect. The Ritual Committee that drew up the volume my well be pleased 
with the result of its labours.

Zion 3.—Ono Saturday evening last the cere- 
mony of inaugurating the new premises at 21, Mansell Street, E., of the above- 
named Institute was performed by the Rev. H. Gollanez, M.A. (one of the Vice- 
Presidents) in the presence of students and visitors.

Gollancz read in Hebrew excerpts from the three divisions of the Bible and the 
Talmud, and part of Psalm cxix. in Hoglish—all having reference to the Law— 
after which he addressed the students, congratulating them upon the acquisition 


of more commodious premises, due mainly to the liberality of the President, 


Mr. N. Mayers. We were living, he said, in times in which, psrhaps more than 
at.any other, “the seven eyes of the world were fixed upon the one stone,” 
namely, upon the Jewish people, their history and literature, and it would surely 
be unpardonable were we not to ba as much interested in ourselves as others 
were, and show at least as deep an interest in the study of the Bible and of the 
Hebrew languege. There could be no greater relief for his hearers after their 
day’s work than to attend the classes and drink of the well of knowledge 
supplied by the Holy Law. As far as the Hebrew language was concerned, there 
were two facts we bad to face at the praesent day: Ist, that Hebrew was the 
language of prayer, and secondly, the great ignorance that existed of the Hebrew 
language. ‘l'he only solution of the problem was that Hebrew had to be studied 
more thoroughly than had been the case in the past, so that the reproach might 
be relled away that we pray in a language which we do not understand. The 
Hebrew language formed, besides, a bond of brotherhood between the scattered 
members of our race, and it was to the brotherhood of Israel that we looked for 
the realisation of the prophecies concerning the restoration of Israel to its own 
land-and the progress of mankind at large. The Rev: H. Gollancz interspersed 
his remarks with a Midrash, a parable from the Dubno Magid, and a_ personal 
anecdote, emphasising the importance of Bible study and the value of Hebrew 
aia language, The President followed, referring to the sacrifices made by Jews 
to preserve the Law, and to those made by the students to maintain their 
Institute. The instruction given there was regular and systematic, and should 
there be a demand, more teachers would be appointed. Dr. Hirsch (in the 
absence of Dr, Friedlander, a Vice-Président) contended that Hebrew was not, 
as it is often called, a ‘'dead” language, but in reality the language of the 
future. Hebrew and Hebrew literature had kept us together asa nation. The 
Torah was a world in itself, not a book merely, and touched every phase of our 
life.

and Abel, born to the first pair banished from Paradise, became respectively the 
heads of the two divisions of the human race,—the agriculturist and the pastoral 


nomad, The two divisions established, there is an unceasing rivalry between 
them, existing still to-day in the rivalry between the Bedawin and Fellahin, and 
leading to a continua: warfare, _The rivalry between the brothers leads to 
bloodshed, and the shepherd is slain by his agricultural brother. The firat step 
of man on the path of civilisation is, then marked, by hatred and bloodshed. 
The murderer, banished with the curse of Jehovah upon him, departs Eastward 
to the land of Nod. (Genesis iv., 16). This land, which has so long been a 
uzzie, we are now by moau neatal aid able to identify. It is the district to the 
jast of Tigris, one of the rivers of Hien, Inu tho inscriptions the mixad tribes 
of this region are Called by the name Zz) Manda or “host of the Manda.” The 
word Manda comes from the root -Vadu, “ to wander,” exactly agresing with the 
expression of Cain, “I have become a fugitive anda wanderer.” (Gen. iv., 14). 
The next step in this remarkable chapter of Genesis is to be found in the 
passage, “ And he builded a city, and called the name of the city after the nama 
of the son Enoch.” Here is astep in perfect accord with the laws of racial 
development. Tie agricalturist becomes a village dweller, from whom is born 
the town or city dweller. In Genesis x. 10, we reid that one of the earliest 
cities of Nimrod was the city of Erech, This city was the first capital of the 
ancient Chaldean empire, and its name vas Uru-Ki, “ the city of the land;”’ but 
the Akkadian pronuaciation of the ideograms of this was or Uauk, 
which, allowing for the strong guttural pronunciation of the first character of 
either Y or MH, would make out a very slight corruption between it and Ahanoch, 
It becomes, then, most striking tuat Ahanoch, the name of the first city of 
Hebrew tradition, bears so close a resemblence to Uauk, the first capital of 
Chaldea. ‘The next stage in the progress i3 one of much interest, but in some 
measure difficult to explain. Lamech has two wives, Adah aad Zillah. 
The former has‘two sons, “ Jabal, the father of all such as dwell in tents and 
have cattle,” (Gen. iv, 2) and “Jubal was the father of ail such a3 hand the 
harp and organ” (Gen. iv., 21). Inthe first it would seem as if it were.a 
retrograde movement, but it is probably another tradition woven into the 
history. The second is more interesting, as it gives a record of the introduction 
of the aris of pleasurein the form of music. Lt seems, parbaps, at first strange 
that these arts should be invented before those of utility, such as metal 
working; but this is not uausual. Nearly all negro tribes, for example, have a 
system of music and musical instruments of somos kind, of which they are 
presumably fond, and this is the case in many tribss where the working of 
metals is unknown. The instrument described in Gen. iv., 21, is the harp 
and the organ or pips. Upon these inventions the Babylonian monuments 
throw considerable iigint. Among the ruins at Tello, the ancient Sirpurra in 
South Chaldea, M. de Sarzic discovered a very interesting monument; its age 


is unknown, butit may with considerable certainty be placed 2s early as 3,000 _ 


B.c, It represents a harper and a number of musicians playing pipes and 
cymbals, aud in this sculpture there is a most striking illustration of the 
beginning of music as recorded in Gen. iv., 21. The invention of the arts of 
utility, the working of metals, is attributed to Tubal-Cain wh», according to the 
authorised version, was “an instructor of every artificer 1a brass and iron! 
(Gen, iv., 22), but who may b3 more accurately regirded asa forger of every 
instrument in copper and iron, ‘Tite working of these metils nata rally implies 
the use of fire, and of the knowledge of the art of kindling fire. We, therefore, 
find in most ancient religious systems that the working of the metals is associated 
with the fire-god, the nature and character of which Mr. Boscawen explained. 
A hymn to the fire-god, quoted from a tablet iu tho British Museum, associates 
it with the working of metals, and it is therefore not surprising that some fine 
specimens of metal work were found in the excavations at Tello. Mr. Boscawen 
then dealt with several of the Babylonian inscriptions, and showed that not 
only in every step, but in almost every detail of these individual steps, the 
growth of culture in Babyloniy corresponded with tae outline givea in the 
remarkable fourth chapter of Genesis, Acurious preservation of the Legend of 
Civilisation, the lecturer continued, is found in one of the tablet books of the 
Epic of Uhaldea, the story of Gilgames or Nimrod, and although 
covered with much myttological clothing, it presents a strange 
resemblance ;}to the Hebrew story in the arrangement of the 
episodes. Having established the existence in Babylonia Assyria 
ot legends of civilisation closely similar to the Biblical record, Mr, Boscawen 
proceeded to examine some of the features of this primitive civilisation, The 
discoveries of recent years have given an immense retrospective eulargement to 
our knowledge of Oriental history and especially that of Chaldea. ‘The social 
details of the life of the community as described in the inscriptions are of the 
reatest value, as they indicate a primitive organisation suca as monuments 
ave not before afforded accass to. Mr. Boscawen then dwelt ai some length 
on those inscriptions dealing with the progress of Chaldea ia the age of Gudea, 
and far distant as that age is, aearly forty-eight centuries ago, the progress 
indicates long centuries of previous development, gonerations of toiling, 
plodding human beings, each adding its quota to build up this stage of the 
great learning and wisdom of Chal!dea. In the course of his subsequent 
remarks bearing on the influence of the Semites as traders with varteus parts

SH QUARTERLY REVIEW.’ 

The January issua of the Jewish Quarterly Review is well up to date in 
publication, Lt is distinctly a “ popular” number. Mr. Oswald J. Simon returns 
with vigour and fervour to the discassion of Reformed Judaism. He is scarcely 
just in his statement that tho old-fashioned Israelite “has never acquired the 
faculty of speaking in the Divine ear exactly what is in his heart.” -He lays 
himself open to an obvious retort. Treading on surer ground, Mr. Simon 
describes Jewish Reform in Eagland “ as timid and tinkering.” He would have 
modern Jews foel and appreciate the truth that the religion of the author 
of the L43cd and other Psalms is the religion of a much larger world than the 
people of Israel. The special object of Mr. Simon's article is, to place before 
Jews, “the paramount claims of that kind of reform which seems essantial 
to the furtherance of Israel's mission. We stind ja need at the present moment 
of a luosening of the tie which has so long bound the ritual of one particularage 
to the changing religious sent’ments of all subsequent ages, a tie which tends 
to sulf.cite those religious seatimnents with tho stciags ofan antijug but outworn 
ritual. Woe require to adapt our eternal faith to the changed temperament and 
the altered educition of new generations. The future triumph of Judaism can 
never be thwarted, but it may be delayed by a want of proportion ia our estimate 
of the relation in which an historic ritual stands to porminent truths.” 

Tha Rev. D. Fay makes'a very gallant effort in his article, “ Miss Smith : a 
Protest’ to combat the views of Mr, Israeli Abrahams and Mr. C, 47, Montetiore as 
expounded in the October number of the Rervew. Both these write 8 publish 
rej indera, which enable a reader—whether a “liberal” Jew or an * unadjectived 
Jew,” a phrase invented by Mr. Fay—to take tn all the points of the delicate and 
important discussion ata glance.

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CONGREGATIONAL SINGING.—IL. 


BY ALGERNON I. LINDO. 
(Concluded.) 

The talk about “ traditional” music usually irritates me, because, practically 
speaking, we have no traditional music whatever, no choral traditional music, at 
any rate. There are a few melodies in the Portuguese Service that are genuine 
antiquities, an occasional Yigdasl or an En Kelohenu, but it would be almost, if 
not quite, impossible to compile an entire service of traditional music, and if we 

ald it would be very monotonous. You ask for local colour, and some of you, 
at any rate, feel you can’t be happy till you get it, only the curious thing is, that 
when you do have it you do not recognise it. I have heard it asked: “ Why not 
be content with the music as it is; why change anything?” Well, you must 
recollect that choir music for nynagogues has certainly not been in existence fifty 
years in England; it has been rapidly composed by choir-masters, who, whatever 
their natural abilities may have been, have not in all cases had the technical 
training necessary to ensure satisfactory work, and the compositions must 
naturally suffer from the rapidity with which they have been composed, with the 
result that in England our music is as inappropriately simple as on the Continent 
it is often inappropriately elaborate. You congregants, in most cases, knowing 
nothing of music, and caring less, so long as the tunes are familiar and you can 
join in, wish to carve out a groove in which the musical portion of the service 
shall run; wish to draw a hard and fast line, and say, “Thus far shalt thou go, 
and no farther.” You can’t do it; you really can’t; changes must come, and 
development must come, and you can no more stop either than Mrs. Partington 
could sweep back the Atlantic with her broom. I have actually been told that a 
choir-master would please the congregation if he gave no music but that com- 
ed by the late Mr. Mombach. Now, I admire as much as anyone, Mr. 
ombach’s gift of flowing and graceful melody, which never seemed to fail 
him, but fancy, continuous and unlimited Mombach,. why unlimited Beethoven 
would pall. You may have been surprised to hear me say that on the Continent 
the music is often needlessly elaborate, but I want you to clearly understand that 
[ do not admire music because it is elaborate, but because it is elaborate when the 
words demand an elaborate setting. I am coming to the final argument that I 
have heard from oe in favour of a very simple musical service, an argument 
that you always think convincing and absolutely unanswerable; it is this. Surely 
it is desirable to interest the children—children ought to be able to join in the 
service—children cannot sing elaborate music; therefore, for the sake of the 
children, keep the musical portion of the service as simple as possible. Really, 
when your arguments are stated clearly and distinctly, in logical sequence they 
do sound plausible at first. Now, I quite agree with you that we should interest 
the children in the service, but why only in the musical portion of it? Is the 
rest of the eervice all arranged with a view to pleasing them? Has the reading 
of the Law for half an hour or more every wéek been made an essential part of 
the service for their special delectation? I should hardly think the dietary 
laws from Leviticus specially calculated to chain their attention. Are the 


sermons all written for the sake of the children? Does not a minister think he 


has done sufficient if he gives an occasional lecture to the little ones, so that, 


while the prayers may or may not interest them, and the sermon may 


or may not interest them, and the Law and the portion from the 
Prophets may or may not interest them, the poor defenceless choir-master 
must sacrifice his Art and keep one set of melodies, appropriate or inappro- 
priate, good, bad, or indifferent, so long as they are simple and “ interest 
the children.” It would almost seem as if you were afraid that the rest of the 
service would prove a bane and you were anxious to utilise the music as an 
antidote. If you think from this that it is immaterial to me whether the children 
are interested or not in the service, you are woefully mistaken. Let me ask 
them, do I or do I not, do my best to interest you in the music ? Why, I would 
do anything, in reason, to please you, and you don’t know how disappointed I 
should be if you did not care to learn the tunes and took no interest in singing 
them, but more is being claimed for you than you would ever ask for yourselves. | 
You have no objection to hearing a new musical setting once every two or three 
months; you don’t object to listening to it for a few weeks and waiting to sing it 
till you know something about it: In fact, I find the better the music is the 
more you like it, even if it is somewhat elaborate, and in my choice of musical 
settings I would rather trust to your instincts, and be guided by your wishes, 
oe by the wishes and opinions of many far older than you, of many far wiser 

I should not be at all surprised if what I said a short while ago seemed to 
you as if I were anxious to belittle the compositions of othersfor the sake of 
glorifying my own ; let me disclaim any such assumption at once, and as strongly 


as I'can. Iam not pleading for my music, but for music, and it is quite unne- 


cesary for me to remind you how much wusical ability there is amongst us ; 
my friend, Mr. D. M. Davis, has, as you all know, done seal excellent work, in 
fact, the Rev. Francis L. Cohen's collection of Synagogue Music would not be 
nearly as valuable as it is if Mr. Davis's contributions were omitted, and we have 
in our midst one ideal composer of Synagogue Music ; I refer of course to Charles 
Kensington Salaman. He, and he only, has set the prayers to melodies which are 
always be ning ; his En Kelohenu and Adon Ngolamare as simple as they 
are melodious, whilst his setting of the Psalms, although too difficult for you to 
take part in—at least, until bite know them well—are the best things of the kind 
we have ; they have raised our muric to the highest level it has ever reached 
and it is the level on which £ should like to see our music permanently placed ; it 
is the model on which we younger composers should fornn our style, for it is the 
style of Beethoven, Mendelssohn, and all the greatest masters. I should like to 
know that in England Jewish musicians of recognised ability, such as Frederic 
Cowen, or my own esteemed master, Emanuel Aguilar, musicians of the 
calibre of Saint-Saéns in France, and Goldmark. in Germany, would think it 
worth their while to compose a service for us, and that you should 
think it worth your while to see that you have a choir worthy to 
sing such music as it should be sung. It is a dream, of course, an 


ate, not an ignoble one; and do you 


wish this dream to become a reality ? “No, you say, in effect ; let the music be 


hopelessly inappropriate, no matter, so long as it is simple, and we can “ join 
in.” Let it bs incorrectly harmonised, no matter, so does not 
our“ joiningin. Let it be composed with a view to pleasing the youngest 
member of our ;children’s class, and then we can “ join in.” Sacrifice in‘ short 
musical feeling, musical sense, musical fitness, and musical knowledge, you must 
have music in your service, but thank Heaven, you can still throw away the 
b otter part of it, and join with glee in the hopelessly inartistic residuum. . 

_ And after all, are you quite sure you are so very anxious to joinin the music 
when you go to Synagogue ? I know you think you are anxious to, but I have 
tested this matter and my experience goes to prove that you do not avail your- 
selves of the opportunity when it is offered to you. For six weeks at our syna- 


gogue I gave nothing but the simplest, oldest, and most popular of our musica]

numbers till the choir begged me to change them ; on the sixth Sabbath I went 
amongst the congregation and expected to hear them, men, women and children 
relieving the choir of its duties and singing, lustily singing, with ‘true Semitic 
enthusiasm. I was disappointed, however, ob, I bore the disappointment ver 
well, but the choir sang on, and the congregation listened, listened intelligently 
even brilliantly, but still the most intelligent listening is not singing, is not even 
“joining in,” a few of the officers sang, but.then the music need not have been 
simple for them, they belong to that enthusiastic class that would join in the 
chorus from Berlioz’s‘‘ Faust” on a first hearing ; what they and you actually 
want is to hear the melodies you know best, not to singthem. I can imagine 
you exclaiming :— - 
.* Let Laws and Art and high class music die, 
But leave us still ou- simole melody,” 
to listen to but not to sing. If you really want to sing all the time, why have 
a choir at all? A couple of boys and a tuning-fork would be quite sufficient, 
I have very little more to say. I will recall to you in a few words the diffi- 
culties of the case, and leave you to reply to them in detail. Fur remember, 
I do not object to congregational singing—I like it—in moderation, but I don't 
see how all the difficulties that are in the way are to be overcome, that ig 
what I expect to learn from you presently, and anticipate a very agreeable and 
instructive time. I offer you a temporary solution of the difficulty—i.e , a com- 
promise—I will put up with the inappropriate simplicity you enjoy, if, in 
return you will try and endure my occasional experiments—beceuse, as our 
music has been in existence such a very short time, it is quite impossible that 
it is destined to remain in its present state, it is neither Jewish nor Christian, 
sacred nor secular, classical nor comic, it is chaotic. Well, its ultimate develop- 
ment may take the form of excessive simplicity, or it may become as elaborate 
as the music in a Roman Catholic service, and I think it is as well to make a few 
innovations from time to time to find out what class of music is likely to appeal 
to the a of the future, while having a due regard to the needs of 
congregants of the present. We pray for the restoration of sacrifices, but do not 
begin by sacrificing your music and your choir; sacrifice yourselves a little, I 
have told you we will do the same, and through mutual suffering we can hope to 
rise into a chastened atmosphere of mutual forbearance. ‘This state of things, 
however, is temporary, not permanent, and the obstacles that I am rapidly going 
to recall to you will have to be dealt with some day. Here is the uncompromising 
list. The initial difficulty is the nature and character of our prayers, and [ should 
like to read you an extract from Mr. Besant’s latest novel, ‘‘ ‘The Rebel Queen,” so 
that you can see “ how it strikes a contemporary.” His heroine,—Francesca— 
visits a synagogue for the first time, and some of her impressions are recorded 
After a few general remarks on the service, he 

“Then the listener made another discovery. In this ancient service she 
missed the note of humiliation—there was no Litany at a Fald-Stool—there was 
no appearance of penitence, sorrow, or the confession of sins, the service was 
warlike, the service of a people whose trust in God is so great that they do no‘ 
need to call perpetually upon Him forthe help and forgiveness of which they are 
assured ; yes, yes, she thought, this is a service of a race of warriors, they are 
fighting men. The Lord is their God, He is leading them to battle, as for little 
sins, and backslidings, and penitences, they belong to the Day of Atonement— 
which comes once a year. For all the other days in the year battle and victory 
occupy all their minds. The service of a great fighting people, a service full of 
joy. full of faith, full of assurance, full of hope and confidence ; such assurance 
as few Christians can understand, and of faith to which few Christians can attain. 
Perhaps Francesca was wrong, but these were her first impressions, and they 
were mostly true.” 

Now, I ask you, does it seem to you—would it seem to anyone that this 
is the.kind of service which reauires music of the rigid simplicity that 
you are craving for? Another difficulty lies in the fact that the sterner 
sex, and what has been rudely called the softer sex, are divided, and you 
have to reckon with the consequent shyness of the latter; another is the general 
apathy of the congregation. At the Hammersmith Synagogue the congregants 
attend rehearsals, and are thus enabled to have congregational singing without 
even the assistance of a choir; without even the assistance of the two boys and a 


tuning fork I referred to just now; at the New West End Synagogue the congre- 


gants also attend rehearsals, with, I believe, very satisfactory results, and if you at 
Hampstead want me to believe in your sincerity, I shall be quite ready to do £0 
when you show sufficient interest in the matter to give up an occasional evening 
to learning the music you are so anxious to sing. Another, and perhaps the 
greatest difficulty of all, is the absence of hymns from our service, and here is — 
the conclusion of the whole matter, the consequent difficulty any musician must 
experience in endeavouring to compose rhythmical melodies to prose words. _ 

Ladies and Gentlemen, I have finished all I had to say; if I have offended 
any by too plain speaking, I am heartily sorry. I can only tell you that this is a 
n atter upon which I feel very strongly, and the strength of my convictions may 
have imparted a somewhat unnecessary strength to my language, tut I am 
fighting this battle single-handed, and I want to do all I can ‘to win it, 
although I do not expect I have made a single convert, and I feel 
assured that when I retire to rest to-night, it will ke with the 
full conviction that I have spoken wholly in vain, for I am not sanguine as to the 
immediate issue ; the ultimate iesue, yes, I feel very hopeful about that. I can 
foresee atime when yonr party, your apostles of sweet simplicity wi'l bein a 
hopeless minority, forthe old order changeth, giving place to rew, and perhaps 
many years hence an elderly congregant, still clinging to opinions that bave had 
their day and died a natural death, may write to the Jewish Chronicle, or more 
likely still, some aged minister will stand up in the pulpit and plead for a revival 
of the time when choirmasters were men of no importance, may plead for a

wherever that most desirable event happens ; when the new era has dawned, all 
I ask is—May I be there to see!

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“KOSHER” AND OTHER MEAT.

the Jewish slaughter-houses, The ordinary slaughterer can exercise his office at 

what hour of the day or night he chooses, The law is silent as to whether an 

animal shall be stuck, shot, pithed, or beheaded ; the raw untried hand may even 

practise on the living without previous training on the dead animal. 
With regard to oxen, our own method of if 


painless as any other; the Gentile butcher trephines the skull with a single blow 


of his instrument, and rams a cane through the hole into the medulla. The 


“Shochet,” in obedience to the Hebrew ritual, slays 
bleeding, and the animal, passing through the stages of terror, pain, faintness, 
and epileptiform convulsions, has a longer period of conscious suffering, Tho 
Jew slaughterer is, however, superior to the Gentile slaughterer, for the 
“Schochet” is never allowed to exercise his trade without undergoing a searching 
examination by the Jewish Ecclesiastical Board on all matters relating to 
‘schecheta,” that is, slaying. He must know the signs of health, the signs of 
disease ; the meat that is sound and without taint or blemish is sealed with a 
seal bearing in Hebrew characters the name of the sealer and the day of the 
week, Such meat is “kosher,” fit for the food of the Jew; tbe meat thatis not 
“kosher” is sold to the Gentile. | 
Would that even the inspection of the “schochet”’’ iwas available for all 
meat. According to a return of the Board of Agriculture the meat supply 
from all sources, that is beef, veal, mutton, lamb, and pork, in 1892, was no less 
than 2,122,000 tons, In an indirect manner we can form some idea as to how 
much of this meat was fit for use. 


A return has been published* of the animals slain by Jewish slaughterers at 


by the slower process of 


the Foreign Meat Market, Deptford, and at the Whitechapel and Aldgate . 


slaughterhouses. From this it may be gathered that only 73 per cent. of the 
oxen and sheep were pronounced “ kosher ”’ (fit), the remaining 27 per cent. being 
_ presumably sold to the East End artisan. 

Allowing that a portion of the 27 per cent. was rejected on account of what 
may be called technical blemishes, we shall be within the mark in asserting that 
10 per cent, of the mzat actually sold each year—that is 212,200 tons, is either 
positively diseased or unwholesome ; if this statement is even approximately 
true it makes out a good case for reform in the supervision of the meat supply. 

In the forefront of most countries in the mattter of practical sanitation in 
this one Lranch there are many Continental countries and cities from which we 

may learn. In Be'gium, fresh beef imported must have the lungs attached and 
- bear the mark “ vreemd”’ or “ ¢tranger,” to distinguish it from meat produced in 
the country; the same remark holds good as to the imports into Copenhagen, 


In several Continental cities there are elaborate arrangements for the scientific’ 


pathological investigation of all meat entering into retail commerce, | 
The 1 ecent researches upon the effects of consuming tuberculous meat, the 
increasing number of wholesale poisonings from toxalbumins, and the revela- 
tions of c uglties here and there practised in slaughterhouses are all reasons for 
the expression of a decided opinion that there is no more pressing sanitary 
reform at the presant moment than the entire abolition of private slaughter- 
houses, the complete prohibition of slaying of animals in secret, and a more 
definite and strict Act explicitely stating what meat may be and what 
may nct be sold. The Melbourne Act may be cited as an example 
of simp! fication. In that city a sanitary officer has only to prove that an animal 
is affectcd with tubercle, and whether the tubercle is apparently local or general, 

the carcase must be destroyed. oa 
Cor centrate the slaying of animals in public abattoirs and then it is possible 
to arrarge the details of skilled inspection, Such inspection could only be 
effected at present by appointing ar army of inspectors, and probably even then 
the insy ection would not be sufficiently exact to justify the enormous expense 
that it would entail.
